ing dogs. Your- good-natured sug- 
gestion is along the lino of the one 
often heard, "lock the stable after the 
horse is stolen," and this has often 
happened. And how often have we 
seen farmers indifferent as to dogs 
till their flocks of valuable sheep 
were depleted by them some dark 
night. Then they arise, full of anger, 
and proceed to canvass the neighbor- 
hood in search of a sheepish-looking 
dog with wool in his teeth. Finding 
the Buspect, the farmaV, chaflug under 
his heavy financial loss, feels that the 
life of the dog must make amends 
for his dead sheep. But hi* neighbor 
is not so confident that his dog did 
the dirty work, and being foud of his 
daily companion, insists that his val- 
uable lifs most not be sacrificed. A 
quarrel ensues, a life or two is sacri 
tired, and estrangements follow that 
never end. Is the picture over- 
drawn ? Not at all. Then why not 
follow a suggestion somewhat like 
this : Kill the dogs — keep the sheep. 
I was raised on a farm and have 
never ceased to take a deep interest 
in agricultural pursuits. When the 
farmer prospers I rejoice, when he is 
unfortunate I am sorry. But thore 
is one thing that I have often consid- 
ered seriously and long, and that is 
why farmers will persist iu keeping 
a lot of worthless dogs when the 
sheep growing interest is constantly 
in jeopardy and frequently rendered 
worse than profitless. 

Sheep arc valuable to the farmer 
and to the public in many u 
Dogs, as a rule, are utterly without 
value to auybody; they are consul 
ert, never producers for the geueral 
good, but often a most destructive 
element to one of the most profitable 
branches of farming. I am Btronglv 
convinced there ought to be a change. 
The farmers are the only people in 
this country who can bring it about. 
Then why can they not arise, organ- 
ize, and say, let the beautiful young 
ladies who feel inclined tie themselves 
to oue end of a chain and the ugly 
pug-nosed dog to the other, but as for 
us we will exterminate the worthless 
land and save oi 
our profits? •

FORCBS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

Dowey Has Nineteen Men of War 
Otis Has 24,500 Soldiers 

Forty-one thousand officers and mei 
of the combined army and navy forces 
comprise the approximate total 
American strength now at, en route 
aud uuder orders for service in the 
Philippine Islands. No further re- 
enforcements are now in coutempla- 
tiou. The forces of the two services 
already stationed in and about the 
archipelago consist of twenty regi- 
ments of infantry, one engiueer bat- 
taliou, seven troops of cavalry and 
eleven batteries of artillery, an aggre- 
gate of about 24,600 men . Nineteen 
vessels, with an aggregate of 297 ; Ul- 
cers, 2,990 men and 253 marines make 
up the naval contingent. This Is ex- 
clusive of the transport Solace, with 
162 officers and men, all told, which 
is constantly passing back and forth 
from Manila, making as rapid pro- 
gress as possible, and there are near- 
ly 7,500 men iu the force under or- 
ders to proceed to the Philippines.

The Missouri Agricultural Kxperi- 
ent Station made a series of tests 
extending from January, 1896, to 
September, 1897, in order to thorough- 
ly and scientifically ascertain the val- 
ue of wide tires as compared with 
narrow ones. Thev were made with 
two wagons, one with 6-inch tires, 
the other with standard l^-inch tires, 
both wagons of the same weight, and 
each loaded with 2,000 pounds. It 
was found that the same power need- 
ed to draw the narrow tired wagon, 
with its 2000-pound load, on a gravel 
road, would have pulled a load of 
2,482 pounds on the wide tire wagon. 
The same power required to draw the 
2000-pound load on narrow i 
over dirt and gravel roads when t

Director Waters, of ihe Statiou 
statos that the conditions undei 
which the narrow tires oiler an ad- 
vantage over the wide ones, "are un- 
usual and of short duration," and 
that -'through a ma jority of day 
the year, and at times when the dirt 
roads are most used, aud w hen t 
use is most imperative, tho broad 
tired wagon will pull materially 
lighter than the narrow tired wag- 

He states ".hat a large number of 
le t- ou meadows, pasture?, stubble 
land, corn ground, and plowed In 
every condition, from dry, hard and 
firm to very wet and soft, show with 
•ut a single exception a large differ- 
nee in draft in favor of the broad 
'ires. This difference ranged from 17 
to 120 per cent." As a ivsult ot all 
experiments conducted, he says "il 
appears that six inches is the best 
width of tire tor a combination farm 
and road wagon, and that both axles 
should ho tho same length, so that 
the front and hind wheels will run 
In the same track."

Experiments made at the Agricul- 
al Experiment Station in Utah have 
demonstrated that l£-inch tired wag 
oudrrw about 40 per cent- heaviei 
than one with 3-inch tires, and 
weighing with its load, the same at 
tne other. 

At the Oliio State University it was 
shown that a wagon witli 3-inch tires 
and loaded with 4,180 pounds, could 
easily he hauled by two horses ovor 
n ordinary dirt road in good condi- 
ion and with a hard surface, while 
rith a narrow tire half as much was 
a full load for a double team.

In France, all freighting and ma 
wagons aie turned into road rollers 
by being required to have tires from 
3 to 10 inches wide. Germany re- 
quires 4-inch tires for all wagons used 
for heavy loads, and Switzerland re- 
quires that they shall be providod 
with tires of six inches. These regu- 
lations have been adopted tor the pro- 
tection of tho high-class European 
roads built during the present cen- 
tury.

In July the streets were almost 
empty, three- fourths of the houses 
uninhabited, the suburbs an absolute 
desert; the shops that were open could 
be counted on the lingers; the restau- 
rants and all the clubs were closed.

and the clubs — the sedate and rather 
pompous Spani'li, the more animated 
and less formal Cuban on the other 
side of the way — have resumed the 
normal hospitalities of peace times. 
The Spaniard seems somehow to have 
disappeared, and with him all vivaci- 
ty. The dull (suiban occupies the pub- 
lic places, and Santiago, whether 
sulky or cowed, appears to have no 
spirits left. 

At the Anglo-American club, how- 
ever, there are always the brightness 
of good company and the comfort of 
good quarters.

Eel Serum Cure for Snake Bits. 

Experiments at the French Acade- 
my of Science show that the blood of 
eels, especially of sea eels, contains a 
poison -imilar to that of the poisomof 
the viper, although much weaker — its 
effect being marked by reducing the 
temperature of the body in much the 
same way as snake venom doe*. 

Basing UU idea on this fact the ex- 
perimenter came to the conclusion 
that the blood of eels renders the per- 
son proof against Ihe effect, of snake 
poison; he proceeded to demonstrate 
tins' by heating a solution, of the blood 
of the eel to a certain tempi-rat me. 
and then inoculating a guinta-trig 
with it. In the course of from 15 to 
80 hours after this inoculation he in- 
troduced the venomofa viperintothe 
blood of the guinea-pig, but it failed 
to kill the animal. 

Several experiments verified this 
one* and now it is believed that the 
same treatment will not only render 
human beings proof against snake 
bites, but if the serum of the eel can 
be injected soon after a biteit will pre- 
vent death and insure recovery. — N.

In the latter end 
of the last century, the fagging at 
Eton was so cruel and excessive thai 
it is repoited that often a young lag 
would be kept up waiting on hi.- mas- 
ter til! one in the morning, and being, 
from lack of time, prevented from get- 
ting his own lessons for the next day, 
would receive a thrashing from the 
master for the omission. Many in- 
stances of heartrending bullying and 
cruelty, practiced by the big boys on 
their fags, were reported, but fagging 
at Eton has been greatly reformed. 

This and man y other improvements 
were mainly due to the exertions of 
Dr. Uawtrey, who was head master 
from 1831 to 1853, and who in con- 
junction with Provost Hodgson 
wrought most of the changes which 
have given to the college its present 
standing. Before Dr. Hawtrey'is ap- 
pointment the number of the pupils 
had fallen to something under 200; 
the morals and toneof the school were 
exceedingly low, and terrible abuse 
bad crept in. Dr. Uawtrey at once 
commenced the work of reform, 
sweeping innovations were made, and 
new regulations instituted; the tone 
of the school improved and the num- 
bers rose to 777, the highest yet at- 
tained.— Mary A. De .Morgan, in 
Chautauquan.
